Jimmy Hoffa’s political strateg­ 
ists have been delving deep in the 
heart of taxes. The Teamsters went 
searching for a popular issue to 
which to hitch 
their new na­ 
tional political 
machine. They 
believe they’ve 
found it. They 
believe that in 
six 
or 
eight 
months t h e y 
can use it to 
whip up mass 
rallies, 
mass 


Vtetnr 
mass movement and mass votes. 
They plan to launch a movement 
to protest the federal withholding 
tax. 
They are not, of course, against 
payment of taxes. They simply 
plan to fight the law which gives 
the 
government 
the 
power 
to 
force employers to dedujt taxes 
from wages. 
Their slogan will be no taxation 
without authorization. They will ar­ 
gue that no worker shall have any 
part of his pay withheld without his 
permission. 
They are telling their people that 
they plan eventually to contest this 
in the Supreme Court. They are 
saying that this has never been 
done before. 


SOME 
REGIONAL 
Teamster 
leaders have already tried the gim­ 
mick at local meetings. The re­ 
sponse has been terrific. The offi­ 
cials’ argument has been — if the 
federal law says that no union dues 
can be checked off without author­ 
ization from the workers, why 
should taxes be any different. 
If anyone believes that Hoffa and 
company wouldn’t dare beat the 
drums for such a campaign, they 
have not measured Jimmy Hoffa’s 
bitterness against the government 
ar.d its courts. There have been 
endless 
discussions 
within 
t h e 
Teamsters marble sanctum. 
Hoffa and his lawyers are con­ 
stantly searching for ways to beat 
the new L a b o r and Management 
Reporting and Disclosure Act. If 
they couldn’t b e a t it, how could 
they retaliate — that was the word. 
They came up with the idea of hit­ 
ting the government right in the 
heart of its taxes. 
Should anyone doubt that Hoffa 
has decided to battle right at the 
top, just look at the rest of his po­ 
litical strategy. Last Thursday he 
launched his new Political Educa­ 
tion Dept., with an official three- 
million-dollar annual budget. 
That was timed to match a 
memo to his own people, not only 
on how to win local elections but 


on how to win control of big blocs 
of delegates to the Republican 
and Democratic national conven­ 
tions. 
IN HIS NOTICE to the 1% mil 
lion Teamsters, Hoffa says bluntly 
that the union con affect presiden­ 
tial nominations. He asserts that 
the Teamsters can stop some can­ 
didates and help nominate others, 
more friendly to his brotherhood. 
This is bald and bold political talk. 
“A presidential primary is noth­ 
ing more than a popularity con­ 
test,” Hoffa wrote. ‘‘However, the 
p e t i t ions, a candidate getting the greatest num­ 
ber of votes then has the backing 
of the state’s delegates to the na­ 
tional convention of either the Re. 
publican or Democratic party.

To name Brennan political lieu­

committee testimony, 
used to gamble for Hoffa and give 
him anywhere from $5,000 to $10,- 
000 a year. 
Brennan is quite a sport — once 
owner of a prize fighter and a 
string of racing horses.

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Fouled Up In the Nick of 
! 


In the era of candor that has t een ushered 


in by the contrite martyrs of the great TV 


cleanup, no time needs to be wasted on the 


screams of protest from United Steelworkers 


about the Supreme Court ruling that 
the 


United States can save itself from history's 


longest steel strike. 
The screams are as phony as the ones you 


bear on TV drama shows, where the heroine 


screams for a living. 
The happiest man in the United States 
last Saturday when the Supreme Court took 
him off the hook in a strike he couldn’t win 
and couldn't stop was David J. McDonald, 
President of United Steelworkers. 
Equally 
happy were the advisers who helped give 
half a million Steelworkers the worst ordeal 
of their strike-ridden lifetimes. 


And though it is not fashionable to give 
more than two passing thoughts to the rank- 
and-filers. who are taken for granted, they 
were happy too. They have a chance to fill 
their bellies and to start to pay their bills. 
They have a chance to draw unemployment 
compensation to keep them going, instead 
of depending on catch-as-catch-can for get­ 
ting a few dollars out of the union and qual­ 
ifying for charity. 


AS FOR THE possibility they may go back 
to joblessness and the worklessness some­ 
time next February, that seems a long way 
off to striking Steelworkers pulled off the 
job on or before last July 15. It is a bridge to 
be crossed when reached. 
The important 


thing immediately ahead is a pay day before 
Christmas. 
Mr. McDonald and his advisers know ail 
this, but they will not mention it. 
What they will mention at the tops of their 
voices is that the dirty so-and-so companies 
and the dirty so-and-so government hood­ 
winked them out of their cherished right to 
keep a strike going until they had the coun­ 
try on its knees, begging for steel on any 
terms. 
Their whole case before the Supreme Court 
was based on the argument that the country 
hadn’t suffered enough yet and even if it had 
there was no legitimate way to put the steel 
industry back into production long enough to 
give its workers, their dependents and other 
workers dependent on steel production 
a 
breather. 


UNDER THE circumstances, Mr. McDon­ 
ald and his advisers cannot do anything else 
but say they have been fouled and to charge 
that a couple of others guys—Uncle Sam and 
President Eisenhower — conspired to keep 
them from carrying out their plan to bring 
on a steel famine. 
That is the union’s legal line. 
That is the official union view of the strike. 
United Steelworkers must try to make the 
country believe there was dirty work at the 
crossroads. 
But if ever a union leader was fouled in the 
nick of time, it’s the president of 
United 
Steelworkers. 
That bear he was holding by the tail has 
Ibeen penned up for 80 days. 


Road Block In Communication 


One of the most meaningful moves to build 
a better world this week is the opening of a 
Colombo Plan 
conference 
at 
Jogjakarta, 
Indonesia. 
The aim of the conference is to plan a 
better life for 700 million in South and South­ 
east Asia. The Colombo Plan was started by 
Great Britain and the Commonwealth coun­ 
tries in 1950. The United States joined up the 
next year and has accounted for four billion 
dollars of the organization’s five-billion-dol­ 
lar aid since it joined. 
But the chances are that not one American 
taxpayer in 100 can reel off the name of the 
city in which the Colombo Plan conference 
will be held—Jogjakarta.

Then there is the standard explanation of 
what happened to Chinese names when the 
Yankee skippers of clipper ships and whaling 
vessels first heard them. They reduced them 
to written English by a process of crude 
phonetics—so crude that not one Chinese in a 
thousand can recognize his own name 
in 
English, which is about as much luck as an 
American has in making something of Sary 
Son Nyoc Thanh.

America will honor its former 
servicemen on Veterans’ Day (Nov. 
11) 
amid talk of Soviet space 
supremacy. 
But as far as foot soldiers go, 
the Soviet serviceman still doesn't 
have it as good as his American 
counterpart, according to latest re­ 
liable estimates. 
The 
average 
Russian 
Youth, 
serving his first hitch in the So­ 
viet armed forces, gets $3 a month, 
trains from 6 a.m. to 11 p.m. six 
days a week, has had over 100 
hours of compulsory military train­ 
ing in school and has probably 
never been in an airplane, in an 
automobile or as far away from 
his home as 200 miles. 
These 
conclusions 
are 
drawn 
from 
information 
furnished 
by 
American military authorities, who 
describe the Soviet soldier as “ in­ 
tellectually, a more simple per­ 
son than his Western counterpart 
but having 
a 
stubborn 
defense 
capability and initiative in infiltra­ 
tion and improvisation.” 
Conscription 
f i l l s practically 
every Soviet army, navy or air 
force vacancy. Volunteering is con­ 
sidered an act of personal inde­ 
pendence and few so enlist. This 
is different from the situation in 
the United States where, although 
response to recruiting appeals is 
generally 
considered 
small, 
all 
vacancies in the Navy and Air 
Force are filled by volunteer en­ 
listments. In the Army, all but 
13 per cent are volunteers. 
The Soviets do 
not 
even 
en­ 
courage re-enlistment—more than 
80 per cent of their ground forces 
are in their first two years of 
service. One reason is possibly be­ 
cause a private who re-enlists gets 
only $5 a month, although it has 
been reported that there is a policy 
to limit re-enlistments. 


KHRUSHCHEV starts early on 
his military program and doesn’t 
fool around with patriotic exhorta­ 
tions or soul-stirring appeals.

When 19, the Soviet youth regis­ 
ters with the state and begins a 
bout with a complex method of 
selectivity which separates and re­ 
moves from conscript considera­ 
tion, those who would appear to be 
valuable to the state in industry, 
agriculture, education, or as fu­ 
ture officers in the military. 
Those not qualifying 
for this 
elite group are available for con­ 
scription—the favored move into 
higher educational institutions, re­ 
lieved of immediate military duty 
and discipline. 
The 
Soviet 
physical 
require­ 
ments are by no means as strict 
as those of the United States forc­ 
es—if 5 feet tall, 100 pounds and 
awake, the Red lad is in. Of the 
two million who were conscripted 
there this fall, nearly all were ac­ 
cepted upon their first 
physical 
examination. 
Incidentally, the Soviet figure of 
two million draftees, is about par 
for each year there. The United 
States expects to call less than 
100,000 in 1960. 


THE SOVIET PAY policy seems 
to include a philosophy to pay ac­ 
cording to the value of the in­ 
dividual. As an example, officers 
in the Soviet air force, by virtue 
of the extra pay for the m ar./ spe­ 
cial skills needed in that service, 
end up, on an average, with al­ 
most twice as much money as 
their army and navy equivalents. 
All officers, in tuni, are better 
paid, relatively speaking, than the 
troops. The average Soviet corp­ 
oral receives about $40 a month 
—his cap ain, $184. In America, 
monthly average rates would be 
$154 for the corporal and $504 for 
the captain. 
A unique feature of the Soviet 
armed forces pay policy is that

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both officers and enlisted men get 
the pay of any job or rank they 
may be filling. If there are no 
troops for a top sergeant to scold, 
his check drops from some $70 to 
$30 a month—the rate for a third 
year private. This same private, 
if pinch-hitting for his drill serg­ 
eant, gets this sergeant’s rate of 
pay—$50. 
When it comes to retiring, few 
enlisted men art allowed to stay 
around for as long as 20 years 
and since retirement pay for of­ 
ficers is about 20 per cent of their 
active duty base pay, excluding 
compensation 
for special 
skills, 
officers stay in just about as long 
as they can. 
The Soviets do not necessarily 
retire their aging or injured offi­ 
cers—administrative, teaching and 
similar non-strenuous duties 
are 
available for them. 
Completing his two-year com­ 
pulsory conscription military duty 
does not, however, mean the So­ 
viet has no further defense obliga­ 
tion. Every Russian male—and a 
few women—eventually finds him­ 
self in the Soviet military reserve 
—where he stays until 50 years 
old. 


THIS IS NO FILE of names on 
paper cards—it is a planned pro­ 
gram which keeps some 25 mil­ 
lion Soviet men participating in 
periodical military 
training, 
the 
frequency and intensity depending 
on the age and military specialty 
of the individual. 
Even those registrants who are 
not inducted into the armed forces 
at the time of their call-up, no 
m atter what the reason, do not 
escape their military 
obligation. 
They, along with all discharged 
servicemen, go into this reserve, 
which also includes those who have 
seemingly little 
or 
no military 
value but who can serve in labor 
battalions in event of need. 
An ominous observation, 
par­ 
tic u la r from an American view­ 
point, is the unverified report that 
nearly all the reserve training is 
done with new weapons and equip­ 
ment. 
As a result of all this, Khrush­ 
chev has almost every Soviet male 
tied up, militarily speaking, for 
some 30 years „a condition which 
almost assures the size and effec­ 
tiveness of his armed forces.

A "shot heard around the world“ 
came from the judicial guns of the 
Supreme Court of the United States 
over the weekend. For the order 
to resume steel 
p r o duction in 
America is of 
world 
import- 
nce. 
It means that 
t h e American 
d o 11 a r w i 11 
s t a n d firm 
a m o n g t h e 
c u rrencies of 
n t ernational 
exchange.

It means that the 
wage-price 
spiral 
which 
has threatened the 
economic future of the 
United 
States has at last felt a powerful , 
force of restraint. 
It means that an era of stability 
in industrial prices 
is 
at 
hand 
which makes it possible for for­ 
eign as well as domestic trade to 
be carried on with some degree 
of confidence. 
It means that inflation has been 
checked. A sound dollar, of course, 
gives the Treasury an opportunity 
to refinance its enormous debt at 
reasonable rates of interest. 
Most Americans have not been 
aware of the far-reaching implica­ 
tions of the steel strike and the 
attention it has attracted abroad. 
Europeans have been nervously 
waching the battle, wondering if 
the whole price structure would be­ 
come inflated still further and if 
steel would set a precedent for 
wage and price levels in many 
other industries in America. 


THE ATTITUDE of the custom­ 
ers of the steel companies through­ 
out the United States has been es­ 
pecially significant. They have pri­ 
vately urged the steel companies 
to adhere to the position they have 
taken. 
This was because buyers of steel 
foresaw possible increases in pric­ 
es which would, in turn, force them 
to increase their own prices and 
this might bring resistance by the 
general public to the purchase of 
fabricated products. 
Even among the workers many 
voices have been raised against 
the needless prolongation of the 
steel strike. 
This is because the union lead­ 
ership mistakenly carried to the 
courts a case that was clearly a 
waste of time and thereby forfeit­ 
ed three weeks of wages which the 
union members would otherwise 
have received. 
Irtdeed, the Supreme Court’s de­ 
cision by an 8-1 vote was really 
no surprise. Even a layman like 
the writer predicted flatly a week 
ago in these dispatches the ruling 
the Supreme Court would surely 
make, based on previous prece- 
ents and decisions. 
Certainly the Supreme Court now 
has emphasized that the Congress 
can deal legislatively with strikes 
and thus the courts are duty bound 
to enforce by judicial order the 
will of the people’s representatives 
in the national legislature. 
The decision does, to be sure, 


clarify some major points. It says 
that the Taft-Hartley Act is con­ 
stitutional. 
it says that an injunction requir­ 
ing an 80 day “cooling-off” period 
is but one of many devices that 
Congress may put into effect con- 
slitutiorfally in dealing with labor 
troubles 
in 
an 
emergency 
or 
threatened emergency. 


CONCERTED ACTION by labor 
has led to concerted action 
by 
management and it seems d ear 
now that the public 
at 
la rg e - 
gometimes called “ the party of the 
third part’’—will make itself heard 
in favor of new legislation at the 
coming session of Congress, de­ 
signed to break up monopolistic 
power in labor as it has in man­ 
agement. 
This doesn’t mean breaking up 
unions hut it could mean putting 
a brake on their hitherto unre­ 
strained power to force prices up 
and inflate the dollar in total dis­ 
regard of the interests of the peo­ 
ple as a whole. 
It will be argued, the strike isn’t 
settled yet. A settlement will oc­ 
cur, however, before the 80-day in­ 
junction period has run its course. 
Some observers have thought that 
the steel-union leaders would want 
to wait until a secret ballot is 
taken after 60 days, as provided 
by the Taft-Hartley law, to de­ 
termine whether the workers wish 
to accept the final offer made by 
the employers. 
If the controversy is to go that 
far without 
a 
fmal 
s e t t l e ­ 
ment, the companies 
are 
pre­ 
pared to carry on a nationwide 
campaign of education to put their 
case before the publuc. 
When if the vote turns out to be 
for rejection, there might be re­ 
corded a substantial vote for ac­ 
ceptance. This would be damaging 
to the prestige of the leaders and 
too big a risk for them to take. 


SO A COMPROMISE 
will 
be 
worked out in a few weeks and 
a final settlement reached after 
the usual outbursts of emotion in 
union circles, demanding 
a 
re­ 
sumption of the strike, have been 
superseded by calmer counsels. 
If the strike were resumed, Con­ 
gress would be on hand to enact 
even more restrictive 
legislation 
than is on the statute books today. 
The steel strike has not helped 
the cause of labor. Steel workers 
are paid higher wages than 
in 
many an industry but their leaders 
insisted on the strike, whose cost 
in wage losses to the worker can 
never be made up. 
It’s a lesson that all union lead­ 
ers will have to learn—that there’s 
a limit to the granting of wage 
increases unless they are based 
on increased productivity. 
The public interest in a critical 
moment in world history requires 
constructive 
leadership 
by 
the 
economic forces of the country— 
both in management and labor— 
lest a controlled economy such as 
Nikita Khrushchev thinks is in­ 
evitable in America may be forced 
on an unwilling democracy.

Report on Sales Tax 
Sale of prepaid sales tax stamps 
in Colu mbiana Cou nty for 
th e 
week ending Oct. 24, was $22,464, 
as compared with $35,292 for the 
same week last y ear, State Trea­ 
su rer Joseph T. Fergu son annou nc­ 
ed today . 
He ex plained the decline is in 
part du e to the elimination of 
prepaid sales tax stamps on au to­ 
mobile pu rchases. 
This su m brings the total from 
the start of the fiscal y ear in Ju ly 
to $393,000 for the cou nty compar­ 
ed with $518,000 last y ear for the 
same period. 
To date the state has collected 
$48 .3 million from the sale of 
the tax stamps. 
Tax collections from the sale of 
motor v ehicles in Colu mbi a n a 
Cou nty amou nted to $12,8 08 for the 
week ending Oct. 24, Fergu son 
said. He added this brings the total 
for the v iscal y ear to $18 2,744. 
Across the state, the sales tax 
collections for the cu rrent fiscal 
y ear are continu ing a steady in­ 
crease ov er last y ear’s amou nts. 
They are presently ru nning some 
17.6 per cent ahead of 1958 as of 
Nov . 1, the state treasu rer said. 


U. S. Foreign Aid 
Cut to Close Dollar 
Gap Is Foreseen 


WASHINGTON (AP - Western 
diplomats appear reconciled to a 
United States decision to cu t for­ 
eign military and economic spend­ 
ing as part of a driv e to close the 
ov erseas dollar gap. 
They are 
u nhappy abou t the 
prospect. Bu t they fear there is 
little or nothing they can do ex ­ 
cept to hope the cu ts will not be 
drastic. Some foreign finance ex ­ 
perts believ e the Eisenhower ad­ 
ministration 
is 
ov erly 
alarmed 
abou t the problem. 
At present, the United States is 
spending fou r billion dollars more 
in other cou ntries each y ear than 
it earns from trade and inv est­ 
ments. 
This record deficit rate has sent 
administration au thorities on an 
intensiv e back-stage hu nt for way s 
to cu t spending and to boost Amer­ 
ican ex ports withou t sacrificing 
America’s free world leadership. 
No final decisions hav e been 
made bu t Secretary of the Treas­ 
u ry Robert B. Anderson is report­ 
ed pu shing a driv e to cu t foreign 
aid spending as well as some of 
the 3Vs billion dollars which goes 
to maintain American troops and 
bases ov erseas. 
Allied 
diplomats 
hav e 
been 
watching this trend apprehensiv e­ 
ly . They fear this bu dget pru ning 
mood may tempt Congress to hack 
ev en fu rther at scaled down re­ 
q u ests.

'Average American Is Well Off 


It s Your Pocketbook 


By FAYE HENLE 


This economy has an Alice - in- 
Wonderland q u ality . 
Like Alice, we are all ru nning 
faster. A great many of u s feel 
that, in terms of money , we are 
standing still. Worse still, some of 
u s know that we are falling behind. 
Ponder this: 
“ The av erage income of today ’s 
workingman will bu y a fou rth more 
now than it did hs recently as 10 
y ears ago.” 
These are the words of James 
P. Mitchell, U.S. secretary of la 
bor. I stu mbled across them in a 
magazine, “ Ev ery woman’s Family 
Cirle,” and fou nd this wisdom im 
p ossible to believ e. Yet, there are 
figu res to back secretary M i t 
chell’s statement. 
The amou nt of money , after tax 
es, that each of u s had to sp end 
rose 49.2 p er cent between 1949 and 
mid-195 9. 
Av erage hou rly wages in manu ­ 
factu ring indu stries rose 5 9.3 p er 
cent between 1949 and mid-195 9. 


THE CONSUMER PRICE index 
rose bu t 22.4 p er cent between 
195 9 and last Ju ne. 
Du ring this 10-y ear p eriod, I’v e 
figu red the p u rchasing p ower of 
the dollar has lost some 18 .^ p er 
cent. 
Statistically then, the av erage 
man does hav e the wherewithall to 
p u rchase a fou rth more than he 
did a decade ago. Bu t: 
I don’t believ e that there is su ch 
a thing as the “ av erage man,” and 
if there is no “ av erage man,” then 
what good are these figu res? 
What has really hap p ened in the 
10-y ear p eriod is this: 
We hav e had a tremendou s shift 
in incomes. While a decade ago 
some 47 p er cent of u s enjoy ed 
annu al take-home p ay of less than 
$4,000, by 195 8 this was tru e of 
only 36 p er cent of the p op u lation. 
Secretary Mitchell is talking on­ 
ly abou t those earning wages in 
manu factu ring 
indu stries. 
While 
p ay for u nskilled labor and serv ­ 
ices has mov ed u p ward rap idly , 
this has not been so for many a 
salaried emp loy e or for a great 
forced to liv e on retirement in­ 
comes most certainly hav e not 
been able to keep p ace. 
Du ring that 10-y ear p eriod, av e­ 
rage ex p enditu res for du rable and 
nondu rable goods has climbed 50 
p er cent while sp ending for serv ic­ 
es has dou bled. 


WE HAVE ALSO, on this dis­ 
torted av erage, been able to dou ­ 
ble the p ercentage of disp osable in­ 
come channeled into sav ings. Bu t 
we also hav e su bstantially more 
than dou bled ou r debt. 
And p ersonal tax es du ring this 
10-y ear p eriod hav e mu ch more 
man dou bled. They hav e almost 
trip led. 
Most imp ortant, both what we 
need now, and what we hav e been 
tau ght to want, are not comp ar­ 
able to ou r needs and wants of a 
decade ago. 
For many of u s, ou r standards

The cu stomer released the tod­ 
dlers as she read the p rinted m at­ 
ter on each of the containers. 
"I’ll try this one,” she decided, 
indicating the one with the longer 
list of ingredients. "And a car­ 
ton of cigarettes,” she added. 


AFTER SHE’D GONE I read the 
p rinted m atter and went ov er the 
lists of ingredients of both highly 
p u blicized p rodu cts. The p rinted 
m atter was shrewdly worded to 
av oid any claim that cou ld be p rov ­ 
ed or disp rov ed .The lists of ingre­ 
dients inclu ded two mild ex p ec­ 
torants in doses too small to be ef­ 
fectiv e, coloring m atter and the 
u su al flav ors that hav e come to be 
associated in the mind with cou gh 
mix tu res. 


This needlessly comp lex p rodu ct 
cou ld not p ossibly hav e had a ben­ 
eficial effect on the y ou ng mother’s 
cou gh, ev en if there were some 
good and su fficient reason tor su p ­ 
p ressing the cou gh. 
Ard the irritation p rodu ced by 
the 200 cigarettes, p u rchased at the 
same time, ex ceeded by far any 
soothing effect that might hav e 
been p rodu ced by a gallon of the 
cou gh mix tu re. 


THE CASH REGISTER showed 
that the self-medicator had sp ent 
almost fou r dollars. A little more 
than one dollar was wasted on a 
u seless cou gh mix tu re. 
A little 
more titan two and a half dollars 
had been inv ested in a cou gh 
p rodu cer. 
For the same money , the y ou ng 
mother might hav e v isited her doc­ 
tor, had an ex amination and p er­ 
hap s learned the 
cau se of her 
cou gh and what to do abou t it. 
The dru ggist noted my concern. 
"They do it a hu ndred times a 
day ,” he said, half ap ologetical­ 
ly . "They know I’m not am M.D. 


And the law forbids me to p re­ 
scribe. All I can do is tell them 
what has the biggest sales ap p eal. 
There’s no law against that. And, 
if I don’t, they ’ll go across the 
street, ask the other fellow and 
he’ll do the same thing.” 


NOR WAS THERE any thing 
I 
cou ld do. The cou gher was a grown 
woman and the mother of at least 
two children. I cou ldn’t v ery well 
tap her on the shou lder and tell 
her to go see a doctor. 
I cou ldn’t 
su ggest 
she 
might 
hav e a sinu s drip that needed of­ 
fice treatments. I didn’t dare inti­ 
mate that she might ev en hav e a 
tu bercu lou s infection of her lu ngs. 
And I feared to tell her to stop 
smoking for a cou p le of weeks and 
note the effect on her cou gh. 
I asked the p harmacist how ma­ 
ny hou rs he thou ght her hu sband 
had to work to earn the money 
she’d ju st sp ent. "That’s not my 


bu siness,” he resp onded p ointed- 
iy . 
I gu ess he was right. Neither 
he nor I had been ap p ointed ou r 
brother’s keep er. Or ou r sister’s 
cither, for that matter.
